To round out a freakish. winter, the 
freakish month of March, the greatest 
‘freak ever known to the local Weather 
Bureau, promises to produce rain Tues- 
1 day night or Wednesday. This will be 
another freak ef the heretofore month 
of “‘drys.”’ 4 

March has:been hot and dry. Every- 
body knows that, but the weather fore- 
caster gives facts and figures to prove 
that it has been the hottest and dryest 


combination ever known hereabouts. The 
normal temperature of the month is 4 
degrees above zero. This particular 
March has had a*mean temperature, in 
the language of the Weather Bureau 
man, of 66 degrees. 

There have been hetter days in March 
than we have had this year but they 
do not stand out in large numbers. 
March 21, 1907, registered 90 degrees. 
This month 86 degrees has been reached 
on the 234 and 27th, but the temperature 
refused to go up a few notches and 
complete the annihilation of all previous 
records. On only four days this month 
has the temperature been below nor- 
mal. | 
- The rainfall in March is normally 3.44 
inches. The least ever known before 
was .#@ inches. This March we have had 
the sum total of .#4 inches of-rain. 

The entire winter has kept Weather 
Forecaster Smith twisting his former 
records. December averaged 26 degrees. 
Ordinary Decembers average 36 degrees, 
January was about normal with 32 de- 
grees. February was severe, and had 
the greatest snowfall] in the history of 
St. Louis and vicinity, with 21.3 inches 
of the “‘beautiful.’’

Durango, Telluride and 
Other mountain cities of Colorado re- 
port heavy snow: The storm in Den- 
ver almost took on the proportions of 
a mid-winter blizzard.

iPresident Lewis Declares In- 


dustrial War Will Follow 
Operators’ “Ultimatum.”

CINCWNATI, March 29.—A declara- 
tion of an industrial war of great ex- 
tent seemed but a few hours away today 
when the delegates of 300,000 union 
miners of the United States met this 
afternoon to. outline their course as a 
result of the sine die adjournment, with- 
out agreementé of the joint conference 
of miners and operators of Ohio, In- 
diana and Western Pennsylvania. The 
adjournment was taken foNowing an all- 
morning discussion.. President Lewis of 
theg United Mine Workers of North 
America had declared: 

“When the miners go mate this con- 
flict it will be a fight that will not end 
until we are the victors or are com- 
pletely routed. We will fight with every 
resource that human ingenuity can com- 
mand as our aid.”’ 

The motion to adjourn the conference 
under these conditions was carried by 
a unanimous vote of the operators and 
miners and with a cheer and stamping 
of feet by the miners. 

“Why are the Ohio operators anxious 
to sign that kind of an agreement?” 
Penna asked. “It's because one 
district expects to get a 4-cent reduc- 
tion in one district and a %-cent reduc- 
{tion in another district, which they know 
they can’t get here. 

“I think I know why this convention 
is about to disagree. It js the result 
of political intrigue for the promotion 
of individual ambition, and ane miners 
of the country will regent it.’ 

This statement brought Green, who 
made the motion, to his feet. “This 
accusation of intrigue astonishes me,” 
he said. “My proposition was made in 
the open and in good faith.” 

Operators Are Steadfast. 

When the operators’ final joint prop- 
osition was presented, G. W. Schleuder- 
burg, Pittsburg operator, said: 

“This proposition contains all we can 
and all we will give. This is final.” 

“We are ready to sign 4 scale based 
on that proposition and we will sign no 
other scale than that,” declared Penna 
for the Indiana operators. 

esident Lewis gave notice to the 
operators-tfiat the disagreement and ad- 
journment of the joint convention 
meant the withdrawal of all demands 
by the miners and that if the miners 
are successful in an open conflict, they 
will demand even. more than & .10-cenf, 
advance in wages and also added im- 
provements in working conditions. 

“Of course,” he added,’ “If we are 
losers in the fight, we shall expect the 
presidents to make the terms.” 

Lewis claims for the miners’ union @ 
membership of more than 900,000 in the 
organized fields and. that they can Ccon- 
trol 200,000 men in the fields.

WHISKY “AD ON 
‘SIGNBOARD BY 
SIDE OF CHURCH 


United Presbyterian Congre- 
gation Annoyed by the 
Subject. Advertised. 








Thousands of persons passing Grand 
tavenue and Forest Park boulevard have 
been made curious by the sight of a 
billboard, 75 feet long, 20 feet high and 
embellished with a huge whisky adver- 
tisement, which eclipses the Grand ave- 


nue side of the United Presbyterian 
Church. Under the board are heaps of 
rubbish, bricks and mortar. 

The presence of the billboard) is the re- 
sult of a feud of many’years between 
the church- and one of its neighbors, 
Robert Watten, 76 years on. 

The church is situated at the south- 
west corner of Grand avenue and For- 
est Park boulevard. Between the 
church and ‘Grand avenue lies a narrow 
strip of land, 9 feet 7 inches in width 
and 125 feet long, extending from For- 
est Park boulevard to Clark avenue. It 
has been owned for 20 years by Watten, 
who lives at Clark and Grand avenues. 

Abandoned His Shop. 

Watten once had a confectionery store 
on the strip. But the church bullt a 
terrace down which all the water. col- 
lected from rains poured into the shop, 
according to Watten. It was finally so 
rottea™-by the drainage, he says, that 
the Building Commissiofer ordered him 
to tear it down. 

It was not revenge, but a desire for 
revenue, says Watten, that led him to 
rent the strip of land to a billboard 
company, and to pile up the debris in 
unsightly heaps along the side of the 
church. 

“T have nothing to do with the sort of 
advertising the company puts on is 
boards,’” said the owner, glancing cxy- 
placently at the whisky advertisement. 

The Rev. Samuel G. Huey, pastor of 
the church, says that the congregation 
offered Watten $1500 for his strip of 
land, but that he refused it.

Miss Minnie 
Brewer, an aged sister of the Justice, 
who’ lives in Washington, is in such 
feeble health that she “was not notified. 
David Josiah Brewer had an eminent 
place_in the judiciary before he was 
elevated to the highest court of the 
land. He was appointed to the United 
States Supreme Court Dec. 18, 1889, bz 
President Harrison, to fill the vacaficy 
created by the death of Justice Mat- 
thews. : 
Justice Brewer's father, the Rev. Jo- 
Ssiah Brewer, was a pioneer mission- 
ary te Turkey and it was at Smyrna, 
Asia Minor, that David J. Brewer was 
born June 20, 1837. The family came 
from Massachusetts. The Justice's 
mother was Emilia A. Field, a sistér 
of David Dudley, Cyrus W. and Ste- 
phen J. Field, the latter also a justice 
of the United States Supreme Court. 
Long Resident of Kansas. 
David Brewer was graduated from 
Yale in 186 and from the Albany Law 
School two years later. He went to 
Leavenworth, Kan., to practice law and 
livéd there until he was appointed to 
the high post in Washington. 
Previously he had been a Federal 
commissioner, judge of the probate and 
criminal courts of Leavenworth County, 
Judge of the District. Court, Justice 
of the Supreme Court of Kansas and 
Judge of the Federal Circuit Court,

Probationary Patrolman Henry Ously, 
of the Dayton Street Police Station, is 
back from a visit of several days to 
Waynesville, Mo., where he is believed 
to have investigated the $10,000 farm 
which was recently purchased near 
there by Chief Creecy. 

Ously declines to discuss the trip, but 
it is thought his findings were reported 
to the committee which is preparing the 
charges against Creecy.

United Committed Opposes 
Bill to Make City Pay Grade 
Crossing Damages. 


BURDEN ON TAXPAYERS 





Measure if Passed Would 
Mean Expenditure of $140,- 
ooo a Year at Least. 


On the ground that the policy.of bur- 
dening the taxpayers with any of the 
expense of abolishing grade crossings 
would consume whatever annual sur- 
plus which might otherwise be applied 
to the completion of the Free Bridge. 
Members of the House of Delegates will 
Tuesday night oppose the bill assessing 
against the city the damages caused 
by building a viaduct over the Missouri 
Pacific tracks at Chouteau avenue. 

The bill is one of two on which the 
delegates will vote at Tuesday night’s 
meeeting of the House. The other Dill, 
No. 513, requires the Missouri Pacific 
to pay not only the eost of the bridge, 
but the damages to abutting property. 

Speaker Rombauer and at least ten 
delegates favor this measure, although 
Rombauer expresses a willingness to 
vote for the other bill rather than ob- 
struct any legislation on grade cross- 
ings. 

Courts to Decide Damages. 

There are three estimates of the pos- 
sible damages to property abutting the 
proposed viaduct. The Board of Public 
Improvements places the amount at 
not more than $100,000. Julius Pitzman, 
representing various interests affected 
.by the bill, puts the sum at $250,000. 
Other figures are as high as $500,000. 

Only the courts can determine the 
extent of the damages and any of the 
three estimates might prove correct. 

What friends of the free. bridge—in 
the House of Delegates and out of it— 
fear is that the passage of House Bill 
512 will overturn the precedent estab- 
lished by the adoption of the ordinance 
compelling the Missourf’ Pattfic, Iron 
Mountain and Frisco railroads, to stand

at Tower Grove avenue. The ordinance 
is now in controversy in the Circuit 
Court. 


Free Bridge Endangered. 

For that policy, it is feared, there 
would’ be substituted an agreement un- 
der which the city should’ assume all 
the property damages wherever and 
whenever a grade crossing..was elimi- 
nated. 

If the city should be committed to 
any such division of. the pense of 
separating grades, it is contended, the 
people would. have to choose between 
the abolition of crossings and the com- 
pletion of the free bridge. 

President Reber of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Tuesday that he wi!] recom- 
mend the elimination of 2% dangerous 
grade crossings in various parts of the 
city. In that number are such important 
crossings as those at Sarah _§ street. 
Union avenue, De Baliviere avenue and 
Delmar boulevard on the Wabash: Gra- 
vois avenues, Bates street and Broad- 
way, in the Iron Mountain; Knox and 
Sulphur avenues, on the Missouri Pa- 
cific; King’s highway and Union avenue, 
on the Terminal Belt, and Compton and 
Ewing avenues, in Mill Creek Valley. 
Expense Would Be $140,000 a Year. 

The cost of this work of elimination. 
excluding consequential damages, is es- 
timated by Reber at $8,000,000. He de- 
clares, however, that the damages will 
be insignificant. 

If the railroads which own property 
at Compton avenue had been willing to 


waive their claims, the damages at that] 


point would be $40,000, according to the 
board’s report. At Ewing avenue no 
estimate was given, but the damages 
there would be even-heavier than those 
at Compton avenue under any plan rec- 
ommended by the board. 

Thus, accepting the Board's figures, 
the city’s share of the expense of abol- 
ishing two Crossings would be $140,000, 
and that is the lowest estimate yet 
made. 

President Reber says that the pro- 
gram of elimination to be suggested by 
the Board of Public Improvements 
ought to be carried out during the next 
10 or 12 years—or at the rate of two 
crossings every 12 months. 

Nothing Left for Bridge. 

This would entail on the city an out- 
lay so large that nothing would be left, 
members of the United Free Bridge 
Committee point out, with which to fin- 
ish the bridge, if the cost of the work 
has to be met from municipal revenue. 

It is thelr view” that the rallroads 

should be made to bear all the expense 
of abolishing grade crossings. A city’s 
authority to demand that of the rafi- 
roads is upheld in two recent decisions 
of the Federal Supreme Court. 
In Chicago the separation of grades 
cost nearly $100,000,000, All of that vast 
sum was paid by the railroads, after 
the Supreme Court of [Illinois had ap- 
held the city’s ordinances directing the 
railroads to do the work. 

Friends of the Free Bridge say that 
if the apparent willingness of the city 
administration to make ‘the taxpayers 
help abolish grade crossings is not a 
deliberate scheme to divert money from 


the bridge, 1 will at least have that} 





IMUELLER’S x 
FOUND, CHAUFFEUR 
READY TO TESTIFY 


Ben McCoolé, Driver of Auto 
in Bridge Accident, Will 


Answer Charges. 


Ben McCoole, chauffeur of the auta- 
mobile from which Jacob Mueller was 
hurled to his death in Cahokia Creek, 
went to East St. Louis Tuesday, fol- 
lowing the finding of Mu@ler’s body 
under the viaduct, the scene of the 
accident of five days ago. 

McCoole said he would answer any 
charge that the Wast Side authorities 
might make against him. Heretofore 
neither the East St. Louis police nor 
those of St. Louis have wanted Mc- 
Coole, although St. Loufs policemen 
Searched a house for him during his 
20 hours’ absence following the ac- 
cident. 

The bedy of Mueller, a: St. Louis 
County deputy constable, was found 
at 6 a. m,. Tuesday by Robert Shifeb, 
a fisherman. The discovery solved 
the mystery as to Mueller’s fate. 

Mueler’s neck was broken’ and -his 
body bore deep. kruises. In his pockets 
were found a gold watch, $52.50, a check 
on the Weliston Bank for $17.50 and 
deposit slips showing deposits of $68 in 
the same bank, and his revolver. 

Deputy Coroner Twitchell ordered an 
inqiest at the Degan-Doussard morgue 
following identification of the body by 
Mueller's friend and official associate, 
Constable Bode of St. Louis County. 
The inquest was later postponed to 
Wednesday. 

Mrs. August. Knoll, Mueller’s sister, 
was summoned from her home in Wells- 
ton to verify the. idgatification. 

After the wreck, which occurred at 
3:20 ‘a. m. Thursday, McCoole disap- 
peared. He fled to_.2@ Soto, Mo., ‘but 
returned to St. Louis Friday afternoon 
and declared that Mueller was alive. 
He gave no reason for thinking so. 

On ‘the day before his .death, Mueller 
distributed black bordered cards an- 
nouncing the “‘death’ of his saloon in 
University ‘City.

Mueller was best known by his work 
as a motorcycle pursuer of automobile 
speeders on St. Louis County roads, He 
intended, after closing his saloon, ‘to 
give his entire time to this work, which 
on a fee basis, he found very remunera- 
tive:

President 
Taft’s approval of the Payne-Aldricbh bill last 
August did not settle rates. The reciprocity 
treaty with France was abrogated in September. 
The law has been going into effect piecemeal 
for months. By executive proclamation the coun- 


‘tries of the world have come by two and threes 
within the purview of the law. With France we} 


settled this month, with Germany last month and 
with dozens of countries this year. We have just 
learned what rates will be applied to imports 
from Canada which is the best customer we have 
for our manufactured products. 

The tariff has been in constant process of re- 
vision since the special session of Congress began 
the work last March and the revision has been 
going on since the law went, into effect August 
6 last. Moreover the law is being applied con- 
trary to the intentions of its makers. The inten- 
tion was to make the maximum rate of 25 per 
cent additional ad valorem applicable to imports 
from all countries which discriminate against us. 
There is no doubt of that intention. It was the 
pronounced standpat policy. Precedent for it is 
found in the persistent refusal of the Senate to 
ratify reciprocity treaties negotiated in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Dingley law. 
Only the clamors of an aroused public has 
deterred the administration from permitting the 
maximum rates to become automatically opera- 
tive. 

The Payne law has been revised by executive 
decree even before it is completely in effect. 

Business is now attuned to constant revision of 
the tariff. 

Now is the time to complete the revision by 
bringing the rates into accord with the declared 
wishes of the people of whose pronounced hos- 
tility to the Payne law there is not the shadow 
of doubt.

paraded past the hostelry shouted: 

“Long live the constitution and the 
liberty of Egypt.”’ 

The shouting was interspersed with 
jhandclapping. Mr. Roosevelt was in his 
room, but paid no attention to the stu- 
dents. The latter were orderly and aft- 
er giving expression, to their sentiments 
dispersed. 

The demonstration was brought about 
by the pro-British expressions made by 
Mr. Roosevelt in his speech at the unt- 
versity yesterday.

CAIRO, March 29.—The Nationalists 
of Cairo held a secret meeting last night 
and denounced Col. Roosevelt's utter- 
ances since he came to Egypt. They 
attacked especially his address at the 
University of Egypt. 

The Mohammedan | newspapers are 
preparing poignant ¢riticisms of the ad- 
dress. 

Learning of the secret meeeting the 
police posted a few extra guards around 
Shepherds Hotel so that Col. Roose- 
velt and his family might not be sub- 
jected to annoyance. 

The former Président never displayed 
greater dramatic power than in de- 
livering his eagerly expected address 
at the University. But he cast no ora- 
torical firebrands to inflame the fana- 
tical Nationalists, so there was not the 
slightest hostile demonstration. 

Students Keep Away. 

Col. Roosevelt saw instantly as he 
mounted the speaker's pli‘form with 
Prince Fouad, the Khedive’s unclé and 
the University president, that there was 
practically ne representation ef the stu- 
dent body in the newly whitewashed 
auditorium. He surveyed regretfully 
the entirely friendly audience, composed 
almost exclusively of society people, 
members of the diplomatic corps, Brit- 
ish officials and Christian Syrians and 
Copts. He saw many vacant chairs, al- 
though the auditorium’s capagity is only 
500. Then he said: 

“This address is meant for the stu- 
dents and others immediately connected 
with the University. I am sorry I can- 
not speak Arabic.”’ 

Evidently Col. Roosevelt took the stu- 
dents’ absence to men that they did 
not wish to listen to an address in Eng- 
lish, which they cannot understand. 
Their absence seemed to have no signifi- 
cance to him as cn expression against 
his sentiments exalting the British oc- 
ecupancy of Egypt. 

It is plain, too, that Col./ Roosevelt's 
own opinion of his address is that others 


“could have said the same things, but 


that he is the only one with sufficient 
courage to give a ldng- needed scolding 
to naughty Egypt. 
His newly made friends of all nation- 
alities here praise his address, but 
critical and conservative neutrals say it 
was platitudinous and not likely to work 
the slightest benefit among the fanatical 
elements for which it was intended. 
Thoughtful Egyptians express deep 
surprise at Col. Roosevelt's speaking on 
the premise that they are tetally lack- 
ing in moral qualifications and that the 
university is conducted by grafters. 
Said the Colonel in’ the course of his 
address: 
“The prime essential of all beginnings 
—anyway of all responsibie beginnings— 
is that a ‘university shall make it evi-
